SENTENCED SIX YEARS 


William Rockwood Given Term 


at Hard Labor in the 


State Prison. 


Six years at hard labor in the state, 


prison "at Waupiin, commencing at noon 
today and the first day of actual conline- 
nieut to be solitary, vent, the sentence in- 
flicted ou William Kockwood in the mu- 
nicipal court this aftcruoon, by Judge 
William E. Smicdiiig. 


The prisoner on the 21st day of May 


enticed Viola Wadewiu, 12 years old, 
into a shed near the Racine Trunk com- 
pany and attempted a criminal assau'.t. 
When the cries of the child were heard 
and a crowd gathered, Kockwood-was at- 
tacked and roughly handled, in fact nar- 
rowly escaped being lynched. 


A "charge of assault with intent to 


commit rape was made against him by 
Policeman 
Bert 
George. 
Yesterday 


Hockwood 
signified bis 
intention of 


pleading guilty. District Attorney Git- 
tins heard his desire. At '2 o'clock he 
was arraigned before Court Commiwion- 
er Wcntworth. waived pN.imir.hi.ion and 
was bound over to the munici'-al court. 
Five minutes after he pleaded guilty and 
received his sentence. By good behav- 
ior he can reduce the time to four years 
and three months. The extreme penalty 
i; ten years. 


Rockwood told Judge i-rnieding that 


he WHS 20 years old, that when he was 
sober iic conducted himself in a law a.bid- 
ing manner, but that when drinking it 
made him crazy and that he was drunk 
when the crime he was charged with was 
committed. He said that he had no rel- 
atives in the city; that his mother wa* 
dead and he did not know where bis 
father was at the present time.

what he was doing only he did not tin- 
dcr-tand the penalty and it waft explain- 
er! to him.

Guernsey, St. Peter's Port, 


Island of Guernsey, May 11, 1003. 


Editor Daily Journal: 


Tho approach to the Channel Island, 


on a clear day from any, direction leads 
to the conclusion that 'the descriptions 
by Victor Hugo in "The Toilers of the 
Sea" are not greatly exaggerated. From 
the Casquets on the north to the Douv- 
rcs and the Minquiers 0:1 'the south the 


bristles with jagged rocks, many ris- 


ing to a great height, others visible only 
a.t low tide, others still always submerg- 
ed but near enough to the surface to 


1 the fa'te of the luckless mariner who 


attempts to sail over them. Frequent 
fogs and powerful but varying currents 
add to the dangers of navigation in these 
shallow waters and pilotage skillful in 
Hie highest degree is necessary in safely 
appTonehiiiR any of the'islands even in 
fair weather. A singular fringe of gran- 
itic rocks rising from the bottom of the 
sea. from different depths nearly or quite 
to the surface ai high water surrounds 
the.entlr; island of Guernsey, while at the 
ebb of the tide the number of those Vis- 
ible in almost every direction is absolute- 
ly 
countless. 
On the 
southeasterly 


shore, partly formed by z. natural in- 
dentation of'the shore line, and partly by 
huge pie™ o: solid.granite lies the port 
of St. Peter's, which gives iU name to 
the capital of the island a picturesque, 
straggling town of mmc 2j,000 inhabi- 
tants "built upon a succession of terraces 
hewn out of the rocky hillside, rising ab- 
ruptly from the -water front and reach- 
ing a height of probably 250 feet. From 
the harbor an electric tramway runs to 
the neighboring port of 
St.

GARDENING MOST PROFITABLE.

growing of early fruits and vegetables, 
especially of hot-house grapes, for the 
English market1, bceamc so profitable that 
nearly all the farmers have abandoned 
cattle and turned their attention to gar- 
dening. I would not undertake tr> say 
how many miles of glass houses there are 
in tho island, but there are ncveral on 
nearly every farm nnd I was shown one 
of 750 feet in length used wholly for the 
raising of grapes. 
It is conceded that 


the business is overdone and that the 
profits arc no longer attractive, especial- 
ly in view of the expense of constructing, 
keeping in repair and warming. There 
i=. however, evidence- on every hand of a 
comfortable 
prosperity 
(though 
few 


signs of individual wealth) and I am told 
that a really suffering poverty is un- 
known, except in a, solitary instance of 
intemperance here and 'there, or the fa- 
therless brood of pome poor fisherman 
who "crossed the bar" never to return 
ami left a large family behind. 


LARGE FAMILIES THE RULE.

crs to retire and lease their holdings. 
Both rents and values have reached a 
fabulous price. Twenty-five dollars rent 
jjcr acre for good improved land is con- 
sidered cheap and many sales arc report- 
ed at two hundred pounds or very nearly 
one thousand dollars an aere. As may be 
imagined, the holdings are small, seven 
lv-cipht ucrcs, I believe being the larg- 
est f jrm in the island,

drunken men, children and fools. Yet, 
people wonder why accidents happen. 


The conduct of the military authori- 


ties was incredible. From Chartres lo 
tin- narrow bridge at the foot of the hill 
the road was kept by a -regiment of in- 
fantry and some gendarmes, and though 
pedestrians were not permitted to cross 
tlie bridge, but had to pass through the 
iti-earn below, thus making a jam at 
both ends of the bridge, ordinary motor 
cars and motorcycles were allowed free 
passage, of which they took such advau- 
fi"e "that one of the racing cars was 
stopped dead in order that a person on 
an ordinary car might crawl over. 


-As for the motorcycles in the race, 


they were simply used near Chartres as 
pacing machine, by any stray scorcher 
who wanted lo take them on. Measures 
for preserving the safety of the public 
were either non-existent or of the most 
ridiculous character.

ance and often hysterical demeanor of 
the drivers who were out of the race and 
says: 


"Further up the street was another car

FOB, A MUMCTPAL WATER WORKS 


PLANT. 


The city- council has begun the initia- 


tory steps towards the acquirement of 
u municipal water works system in the 
resolution adopted at the last regular 
meeting. This resolution introduced by 
Alderman Finch and adopted by 
the 


council, calls upon City Attorney Walk- 
er for his opinion as to the legality of a 
special tax levy made with the expressed 
purpose of providing funds for the ac- 
quirement of a municipal water works 
plant. 


Should the opinion be favorable the 


next tax levy will undoubtedly contain 
a special item- for this purpose and the 
work will have been fiirly commenced. 
How large a. sum this, is to be lias not 
yet been decided upon, but in vierw of the 
facts th'e present water works franchise 
expires in 1311, and that the croction of 
a new plant is bound to cost a large 
amount less franchise valuation, any tax 
levy for this purpose should certainly bo 
substantial. 


The terms of the resolution do not ex- 


press preferences. for cither purchase of 
the present water works system, or the 
creation of an entirely new plant, and it 
is probable this particular point will re- 
main quiescent for some, time yet. 


The opinion of the city attorney may 


be ready for report at the next regular 
session,' but a little delsy to insure a 
careful study of the situation might nat 
urally be expected. The eii.y docs not 
wish to make a-ny mistakes and the 
council has evidenced this in first calling 
for a legal opinion as to where it stands.

JACKSOX, K.V., May 28.—Early last 


evening a body of about sixty armed men 
were noticed in Jitckson. They -were not 
together but kept close to each other. 
At midnight the prowlers begun to sneak 
across the street from the.bank south of 
the jail. Tho guards commanded them 
to halt. They refused and in reply iirad 
several, shots. The guards returned the 
lire. The prowlers ran about a hundred 
yards further 
and 
iired 
agojn. The 


guards then pournd three volleys into 
them in rapid succession; Moving ob- 
jects wei'c discovered on the north side 
of the jail and the guards Sred again, 
and killed a cow. A few moments before 
the firing, a. flash of lightning revealed a 
squad of men in the hillside in the rear 
of the jail. It was 'expected that' con- 
certed action was to be made to reach 
the jail and the troops prepared to give 
any comers a hot recaption, but a terrific 
storm was raging and it was absolutely 
dark so that no further demonstration 
was made. The bullet marks this morn- 
ing showed that the firing was accurate 
nnd numerous although no one was hurt. 


It is not denied that there was an ef- 


fort on the part of the fcudists to take 
Jett and White out of jail. 
Some, say 


that the object was to lynch them and 
some Hint the purpose was to rescue the 
prisoners.

H...I<ee, who is spending several months 
in England 'and the adjacent islands ivill 
be read wi'th more than passing interest 
by his many Racins friends: 


Guernsey, St. Peter's Port, 


Island of Guernsey, May .11, 1003. 


Editor Daily Journal: 


The approach to the Channel Island, 


on a clear day from any ^direction leads 
to the conclusion that 'the descriptions' 
by Victor Hugo in "The Toilers of the 
Sea" are not greatly exaggerated. From 
the Casqtiets on the north to the Douv-.. 
res and the llinquiers on 'the south the' 
sea bristles with jagged rocks, many ris- 
ing to a great height, others visible only 
at low tide, others still always submerg- 
ed but near enough to the surface to 
seal the fa'te of the luckless mariner who 
attempts to sail over them. 
Frequent 


fogs and powerful but varying currents 
add to the dangers of navigation in these 
shallow waters and pilotage skillful in 
the highest degree is necessary in safely 
approaching any of the'islands even in 
fair weather. A singular fringe of gran- 
itic rocks rising from the bottom of the 
sea> from different depths nearly of quite 
to the surface ai high water surrounds 
the-entir; island of Guernsey, while ai the 
ebb of the tide the number of those vis- 
ible in almost every.direction is absolute- 
ly 
coiintlees. 
On 
the 
southea'sterly 


shore, partly formed by a natural in- 
dentation of 'the shore line, and partly by 
huge piers of. solid'. granite lies the port 
of St. Peter's, which gives its name to 
the capital of the island a picturesque, 
straggling town of some 25,000 inhabi- 
ta.nts rmilt upon a succession of terraces 
hewn out of the rocky hillside, rising ab- 
ruptly from the.\yater front and reach- 
ing a height of probably 250 feet. From 
the harbor an electric tramway runs to 
the neighboring port of 
St. 
Sampson, 


about two miles following 
the 
shore. 


These two towns or parishes are now 
practically built into one, and in fact the 
whole of this charming 
little 
island, 


harly five miles by seven, is a succession 
of villages almost touching one another; 
the stranger being made aware of his 
leaving one and entering another, only 
by the stone tablets or guide posts set 
up by the roadside to mark the divis- 
ional lines. 


GARDENING MOST PROFITABLE. 
Guernsey was formerly devoted wholly 


to cattle raising and fishing, but 
the 


growing of early fruits and vegetables, 
especially of hot-house grapes, for the 
English market became so profitable that 
nearly all the farmers have abandoned 
cattle and turned their attention to gar- 
dening. I would not undertnJce to say 
how many miles of glass houses there are 
in the island, but there are several on 
nearly every farm and I was shov;n one 
of 750 feet in length used wholly for the 
raising of grapes. 
It is conceded that 


the business is overdone and that the 
profits are no longer attractive, especial- 
ly in view of the expense of constructing, 
keeping in repair and warming. There 
is, however, evidence- on every hand of a 
comfortable 
prosperity 
(though 
few 


signs of individual wealth) and I am told 
that a really suffering poverty is un- 
known, except in a solitary instance of 
intemperance here and there, or the fa- 
therless brood of some poor fisherman1 


who "crossed the bar" never to return 
and left a large family behind. 


LARGE FAMILIES THE RULE. 


They seem to run to large 
families 


here, and children are apparently 
the 


chief article of production if not of com- 
merce. I counted sixteen the other even- 
ing all belonging 
to 
three 
adjacent 


houses, none of them over eight or nine 
years of age. They seem a happy, heal- 
thy and fairly intelligent lot, usually 
clean and wholesome, always polite and 
willing to answer questions a.nd point 
out the way to the different places one 
may wish to reach. 


RENTS EXTREMELY HIGH. 


The lands here, unlike those of Eng- 


land, until recently were nearly all oc- 
cupied and formed by their owners, but 
tho gardening nfld "glass house'* craze 


j has caused most of the older land own- 
ers to retire and lease their holdings. 
Both rents and values have reached a 
fabulous price. Twenty-five dollars rent 
per acre for good improved land is con- 
sidered cheap and many sales are report- 
ed at two hundred pounds or very nearly 
one thousand dollars an acre. As may be 
imagined, the holdings are small, seven- 
ty-eight acres, I believe being the larg- 
est farm in tho island. 


FAMILIAR COGNOMENS. 


To an old rcsoident of Racine most of 


the names of the people have a familiar 
appearance. Langlois, Dufour, Gtiilberr, 
Ozanne, DeMouilpied, Tostevin, Pedvin, 
Le Provost, meet the eye everywhere and 
most of 'the many families I have had the 
pleasure of meeting here have relatives 
in and about our city. 


LIBRARY CHIEF FEATURE. 


The most interesting thing in St. Pe- 


ters Port is the 
Guille-Alle' library 


founded by the benefaction of two- Guern- 
joymen who got 'their education and made 
their money in the United States. This 
library is housed in a building of its own, 
and lias a. present endowment, of about. 
$lO(hOOO besides an income derived from 
membership fees, nud has on its shclvfi.-i 
nr in circulation about 70,000 volumes. 
Though not absolutely free, the dues arc 
quite insignificant, about three dollars « 


year if I remenlber rightly. Upon "the 
decease of certain relatives of the found- 
ers about a hundfed thousand iiibri will 
fall into the endowment fund. In Great^ 
Britain public free libraries are by no- 
means so. frequent in small communities 
as they are with us and this one so flhely 
endowed and with so extensive an acces- 
sion . ot books is a noble monument to 
the founders and a blessing to the com- 
munity. It seems to be'well patronized 
by all classes of readers, artd. the files 
of papers arid magazines, American as 
well as English and French are extensive 
and well chosen. 
, 


SOME'CUSIOUS CUSTOMS.

LONDON, 
May 2G.—Joseph Pcnnell, 


the artist and writer, has sent a most 
graphic description of the first stage of 
The Paris-Madrid automobile race to the 
Daily Chronicle from Chartres. 


After describing the assembling of the 


crowds and how, when the racers were 
seen coming from the top of a hill, he 
continued: 


"As the cars fell—there is no other 


word for it—down the slopes and ap- 
proached the narrow bridge they jump- 
ed with a bound across and Hew with a 
scream up the rise beyond, one could sec 
by the twitch of the wheels, not half of 
which was caused by the road, how agon- 
izing was the strain on the driver, forced 
to make his way through the endless, 
uncontrolled crowds which literally cov- 
ered the road from Paris to Bordeaux. 


"Much a= one may esteem the broad- 


minded views of the French government 
in encouraging the motor industry, the 
government's neglect to protect 
the 


course was criminal and nothing else. 
Though on the stretch of eight kilofc- 
tres bctweeu Chartres and the first vil- 
lage, there were from 5,000 to 10..000 peo- 
ple and 500 to 1,000 cars, no attempt was 
made to control the crowds, mostly made 
up of peasants and people from Paris 
who knew nothing 
about automobiles. 


The horse drawn 'traffic was stopped dur- 
ing the race, but the fools on bicycles 
and the imbeciles on motors careened 
about and drew up anywhere all over the 
road 
and only 
escaped killing 
them- 


selves and the racing men by the sheer 
dumb luck which is said 
to protect 


drunken men, children and fools. Yet, 
people wonder why accidents happen. 


The conduct of the military authori- 


ties was incredible. From Chartres to 
the narrow bridge at the foot of the hill 
the road was kept by a regiment of in- 
fantry and some gendarmes, and though 
pedestrians were not permitted to cross 
the bridge, but had to pass through the 
stream below, thus making a jam at 
both ends of the bridge, ordinary motor 
cars and motorcycles were allowed free 
passage, of which they took such advan- 
tage that one of the racing cars was 
stopped dead in order that a person on 
an ordinary car might crawl over. 


"As for "the motorcycles in the race, 


they were simply used near Chartres as 
pacing machines by any stray scorcher 
who wanted to take them on. Measures 
for preserving the safety of the public 
were either mm-existent or of the most 
ridiculous character. 


ilr. Pennell describes 
the scenes at 


headquarters at Chartres and the appear- 
ance and often hysterical demeanor of 
the drivers who were out o! the race and 
says: 


••Further up the street was another car 


with a huge gash in the tire of one wheel 
the other tire down, and the wheel twist- 
ed and bent, in .the hands of a dozen 
workmen. Walking away therefrom was 
a being with part of a cap over one ear 
and part of a pair of goggles over the 
other, plastered with mud and oil, in 
rags anil tatters of, what had once been a 
suit of clothes. It. opened its mouth and 
said in a voice choken with tears and in 
the American language, 'I do not mind 
breaking down again, but it makes me 
so very angry.' It was Mr. Vandcrbilt, 
and he had been in a ditch." •

of the Paris-Madrid automobile rare was 
not started this morning owing to the 
interdiction of the French and Spanish 
governments. Many of the contestants 
withdrew and some of them proceeded 
leisurely.

and renewed hope was held out for his 
recovery.

FOB. A .MTOWCIPAL, WATER WORKS 


PLANT. 


The city- council has begun the initia- 


:ory steps towards the acquirement of 


municipal water works system in the 


resolution adopted at the last regular 
nceting. This resolution introduced by 
Alderman Finch and adopted 
by the 


council, calls upon City Attorney Walk- 
er for his opinion as to the legality of a 
special tax levy made with the expressed 
mrpose of providing funds for the ac- 
quirement of a municipal water works 
plant. 


Should the opinion be favorable the 


next tax levy will undoubtedly contain 


special item- for this purpose and the 


work will have been fairly commenced. 
How large a sum this.is to be has not 
vet been decided upon, but in view of the 
"acts the present water works franchise 
expires in 1011, and that the erection of 
a new plant is bound to cost a large 
amount less franchise valuation, any tax 
levy for this purpose should certainly be 
substantial. 


The terms of the resolution do not ex- 


press preferences.for either purchase of 
the present water .works system, or the 
creation of an entirely new plant, a.nd it 
is probable this particular point will re- 
main quiescent for some time yet. 


The opinion of the city attorney may 


be ready for report at the next regular 
session, but a little delay to insure a 
careful study of the situation might nat- 
urally be expected. The city does not 
wish to make a.ny mistakes nnd the 
council has evidenced this in first calling 
for a legal opinion as to where it stands. 


AX INCREASE OF LEGISLATIVE PAY

He i* charged 
with receiving 


bribes amounting in all to about §22,000 
in connection with a contract held by 
OrofF Brothers of Washington, D. C., for 
u patent fastener used on street letter 
boxes known as the Groif fastener. The 
pootoffiee department in the past 
has 


vised about $140,000 worth of these fast- 
eners and it is shown by ample evidence 
that for the past three years, at least 
ilr. Maohea 'has been receiving 40 per 
cent of the amounts paid to the Gritts. 
The transaction of the business was eon- 
ducted by Diller B. Groff, who controls 
the patent of his-brother, Samuel M., a 
policeman." 


The arrest of Mr. Machen was the con- 


cluding act of an . examination of him, 
•which was conducted for three hours to- 
day 
by Fourth Assistant Postmaster 


General Bristow. Inspector Tomes, who 
relieved Mr. Machen as chief of the free 
delivery system, and Postoffice Inspector 
Myer. At the conclusion of the examin- 
lion Deputy U. S. Marshal Springman 
•was called into General Bristow's office 
and made the arrest. 


OTHER ARRESTS TO FOLLOW. 
The warrant on which Machen was ar- 


rested charges him with receiving a 
bribe. It is understood that other ar- 
rests will follow. Machen was dismissed 
by the postofiice department. 


Postmaster General Payne has dismiss- 


ed Mr. Machen in the following order 


A. K. W. Machen is this day removed 


from the position of general superintend- 
ent of the free delivery service. The re- 
moval is made by reason of malfeasance 


• on his part in the discharge of the du- 


ties of his office. 


PRISONER SECURES BOND. 


Mr. Machen was taken before U. S. 


Commissioner Taylor and through his 
attorneys, Douglas & Douglas, demanded 
an immediate hearing. The district at- 
torney said he \vas not ready to proceed 
and asked for postmopcment 
for 
ten 


days. The preliminary hearing was set 
for Friday, June 5. Bond was fixed in 
the sum of 3:20,000 and Mr. Machen made 
arrangements with the Union Security 
and Guarantee company of Philadelphia 
to secure bond in that amount. He de- 
clined to make any statement, but his 
attorneys stated that they felt confident 
thu.t they would be able to show con- 
clusively at the proper time that their 
client had been guilty of no wrong do- 
ing in connection with the Groff con- 
tracts, but on the contrary Mr. Machen'3 
administration of the free delivery had 
been honest and upright. 


Mr. Machen was released on $20,000 


bonds given by the Union Security and 
Guarantee 
company 
of Philadelphia. 


Postofflce Inspector Tornes is trying to 
locate D. J. Groff, one of the members 
of the contracting firm. 


FEW TACTS. ELICITED.

River of Silver, not on account of its 
color, which might-have won for it the 
more appropriate name of Gold; River 
or River of Chocolate, bnt .because he 
bad wrested quantities of. silver, from 
the Indians who swarmed its banks, 
and naturally imagined that an abun- 
dance of precious metal remained ia 
the vicinity. 


In point of fact the terms Argentina 


and. Rio de la Plata (both meaning th« 
same thing.with reference to silver) 
are misnomers; says the Philadelphia 
Record, for no metals of any sort, 
precious or otherwise, are found along 
the banks of the mighty stream, or 
anywhere near it, aad the scanty ar- 
gentiferous deposits in the hills of tho 
interior have never been worked.

via, by some primitive system of in- 
ternal commerce known only to them- 
selves.

Work of the Se»slon. 


At oiio tiiil» it looked as if the leg- 


islature would have nothing to show 
for its work except a crow bill: but in 
the fow rlfiys before adjournment Gov- 
ernor LaFoilotto changed his , mind. 
He does not often do this. As it is, 
Ihe newspapers are disputing with 
each other who started the influence 
that induced the governor to accept a 
primary election bill. Ex-Speaker Ray, 
the LnOroRRe assemblyman, conceived 
the idea of reviving the matter after 
It was supposed hy every one, to be 
flead. The administration forces were 
Burprised. The senate had Just set a 
precedent of surrender by yielding a 
point to get the ad valorem tax bill en- 
acted, namely, that railroad 'bonds 
held in the state.sliould be taxe'd. The 
tax commission said they should be 
exempted, but the senate yielded the 
point to make the bill palatable for 
the assembly. 
So. when Mr.- Ruy 


moved that the assembly coincide with 
the assembly as to when the primary 
election • law 
should go into 
effect 


(there, was no disagreement as to Its 
pro-visions) the assembly was interest- 
ed. That body proposed an amend- 
ment, namely, a referendum in No- 
vember, 1904. 


What induced the governor to do it 


Is not known, as practically the same 
proposal was refused earlier in the ses- 
sion. 
It is likely, however, that the 


taunts of "nolhing accomplished" may 
have moved him. Moreover, he'mny 
have conclude!! that primary elections 
ere getting to be an old story and that 
with even his friends differing as to 
details, it would tie a hard topic to 
talk about on the stump. Better get it 
out of the way and pass on to a rail- 
road commission to fix freight rates, 
nnd so the bill was BOOH accepted and 
every one is happy. One hone of con- 
tention was disposed of. It especially 
pleased the lawmakers who dreaded to 
go back to their constituents to be 
greeted with cries of "nothing-done" 
and "broken pledges." 
Now-all.law- 


makers stand on an equality as to pri- 
mary elections.

What Will -foten Bo? 


Opinions differ as to whether the 


people will approve primary elections 
at the polls. There will be a rigorous 
fight against entrenching the system, 
for once on the statute books it is a 
difficult proposition to repeal, the bene- 
ficiaries of the system being in the 
legislature to continue the system. 


Again the proposition to enact the 


full system is unfortunate. 
Many of 


the best friends of tbe system regard 
the selection of minor state officers by 
direct vote as a blunder, full of confu- 
sions. Yet to get any part of the sys- 
tem, the full force must be taken. It 
nil proves what I have repeatedly 
pointed out, that the legislature is the 
place to work out the details of a law, 
not in the state convention (as was 
done with this bill). Some believe that 
when voters m'e told that the new sys- 
tem wipes out conventions and cau- 
cuses, they will reject the proposition. 


It depends somewhat on Governor 


I^aEollette 
and his lieutenants. 
I 


know that some of them "view with 
alarm" the workings of some parts of 
the full bill. If they fear that the bill, 
being accepted, would work 
confu- 


sion and disgust citizens and discredit 
the LaFollette cause, they will quietly 
let the hot iron alone, especially as 
by January, 1004. they will have had 
their political destiny largely fixed, 
both as to the govemship and tbe sen- 
atorshlp. 


But if they continue to believe not 


only In tbe priuicipal of the law—from 
governor down to city officials, all by 
primary elections—but in the political 
efficiency of the system.

School Tax and Inheritances 


Whereas the schools enjoyed a mill 


last-year which .(owing to full assess- 
ment) gave them more money than 
they .'needed,.'this. year, a O.t of a mill 
assessment is provided for with an ap- 
propriation of ?200.000 instead of $350,- 
000 from the general fund.

Never Such » Veto Governor. 


The- governor has vetoed eighteen

At midnight the prowlers began to sneak 
across the street from the.bank south of 
the jail. The guards commanded them 
to halt. They refused and in reply fired 
several shots. The guards returned the 
fire. The prowlers ran about a hundred 
yarrls further 
and fired, agtfin. The 


guards then poured three volleys into 
them in rapid succession." Moving ob- 
jects were discovered on the north side 
of the jail and the guards fired again 
and killed a cow. A few moments before 
the firing, a- Hash of lightning revealed a 
squad of men in the hillside in the rear 
of the jail. It was expected that con- 
certed action was to be made to reach 
tlie jail and the troops prepared to give 
any coiners a hot reception, but a terrific 
storm was raging and it was absolutely 
dark so that no further demonstration 
was made. The bullet marks this morn- 
ing showed that the firing was accurate 
and numerous although no one was hurt. 


It is not denied that there was an ef- 


fort on the part of the feudists to take 
Jett and White out of jail. Some say 
that the object was to lynch them and 
some that the purpose was to rescue the 
prisoners.
